Yacht Race HBetweon Mr., Beanott's
l)uluulou and Mr. Dickerson's Fleuy
de Lis.

An lmportant race lately came off hetween
these two ynchts, 1n which the Fleur de Lils
proved hersell the best boat, at least in a light
wind, The Dauuntless is 202 tons, and the Fleur
de Lis 05 tonk, schouner rigged. They happened
1o be togelner at anchor ln New London narbor
on Moudey mornlng lnst, There had been no
ocommunication bétween the owners and thelr
respeciive crews, and Lherviors nelther knew
where Lhe olber was bouud; in faot, both were
on & oruise with !:h-nst:rf: prariles on board,

Aldnylight on Toesduy morning the Dannt.
less welghied anchor, und made way for New
York. About three hours afterwarles, Mr,
Dickerson made chase, pussing the Pequot
House about 8 A. M, In the menntime tne
Duauntless haviug started with the last of the
€bb t1de; on approaching ¥Fisher's Island, lost
ner wind, and drifted loto the raes, fghting
that terrible ourrent until the younﬁ flood,
alded by a llght breeze from the west, broaght
ber nup to Gull Isiand on her starboard taok,
pointing for the mouth of the Connectiout
river. At this tlme the Donantless was fully
five wiles dead to windward sheaa of the Fleur
de Lis.

It was evident from the movements on board
thut at tols junciure the race commenced, for
simulieancously bolb foretopsalls went afon..
and Proeris never wooed more sarnestly the
breezes (han did both yaculs, In an hour's
tlme it was evident thatthe Flear de Lils was
sailing closer to the wind than tbe Dauntioss,
thopgh unot passing so rapldly through the
water, for the smaller yacht had made the blg
onelook twice as large in that time, Mr. Ben-
nett seemed now to be fully impressed with the
ides thatl things could oot go on in that way
very long witnout resigning the victory—so up
went bis enormous staysal The effecl was
Itke the lash upon & blooded steed, and the
Fieur de Lis wau left ns if at anchor,

This was but for a8 moment, however, for in
the twinkling of 4 glbboom the modest canvas
of the Fleur de Lis showed 18 graceful llnes
between the masthends, and Lthen It was that &
tow=lne seemed stretobed from one yacht to
the other. Another hour passed, and the Dannt-
less being nunabie to wenther Faunlkland Island
Laght, was comteued 10 go about. The Fleur
de‘Lls, on the other hand, bad esten up inlo the
wind enough to weather the lght, and did not
goabout for more than twenty minutes. Finally
she did so, and then the excitement began,
both yoachis trying their best, and each trying
to eross the olhar's bow.

Bowe twenly minoies of uncartalnty passed,
ool at last the magnificent Dauutless, seom-
ing to be ashamed of being wentbered by so
small a rival, bounded nlong as if propelled by
some favorable breegs gotten up for the occa-
sion, and passed a cable's length ahead of the
Flear de Lis.  As +he passed, all on deck gased
earnesily, but sald nothing; nelther yaohi fred
& gun, oneé peruaps actuated by magnaolmiy
and the other by chagrin, bat nelther magna-
nimity nor ehagrin could ohange the result, for
the plucky Fleur de Lim went abouton her star-
board tack, right in the trnck of her opponent,
and then it was that sbe again showed her
superlority in polnting and bholding in, for
when night fell the Dauntless was & mlile to
leewnrd, The wind was light and dead ahead,
and from that time U1l daylight It was almost s
cealm. When the mist raised, the sea was
smooth a8 a mirror, in which both vessals,
closo by each other, seemed, like rival beauties,
to he making thair morning tollets.

With Crane Neok astern and Eaton Neok
Lighthonse to wenther, both vessels began to
proepave themselves for the conlest Up went
the light salls and siguals that had been hauled
down at night. The wind freshened and pro-
mised 1o be u southerly racing ten - knot breese,
On it eame, and away went the yuchta. O
Huntington Bay, the Fleur de Lis gained
fully four milessinee daylight, and eame into
Glen Cove, off West Islnnd, Mr, Dickerson’s
residenoe, st least fifteen minutes ahead. In an
hour and twenty-thres minoies afterwards, the
Dsuntless, fairly beaten, with the wind freshen-
ing all the while, passed the anchorage with
e\rurythlngayln(,

Thus ended one of the handsomest, pluckies
fairest. and most obatinate lmprompta yach
raoas that ever oscurred.—New York Times,

A Bteamer Runs Dewn a Pleasure ¥Yacht
—~0Une Person Drowned,

As Officer James Brown, of the Ninth Pre-
elnct, was patrolling Weat stresl, near Bank, al

the severs storm which prev. dutu;f the
night, he heard a ory for assls o Ie-
sponded by running down the dook at the foot
of Fourtesnth wstreet, and found a smasll yaoht
Iylng on her beam ends in the stream. Tho
ofticer immaedintely proocursd the asslstanoce of
rFome boatmen and pr L0 the ssane of
Lthe wreck, when he ascertained thal tho yacht
had been anchored and evidenlly ran down by
s0me f-.-lng ltanmu.ulwr @ Wi atove in
8o that ahe eonld not be righted, No was
on board, but the officer found a n cont
Iyiug on the deck, which he brought to Lhe
Charles Street Police Station for iden tion,

During yesterday afternoon somse further de-
talls were obtained, when the ers on
board the steamer James W. dwin, from
Roundout, informed the Fifth Preeinet Police
that the steamer had collided with and run
down the pleasure yaoht Lady Kilernan, while
off the Elynian Flelds, and the persons on board
tbe yaaht had been hurled into the waler, some
being rescnad. Captain Petty immediately tool
meénsures Lo seoure the arrest of the officers of
the sleamer., Oneof the pilols, named James
Van Etan, was taken into eustody during the
forenoon and locked up In the Leonard sireet
station house, About3 o'clock in the afternoon
the principal pliot, Willlam Mosher, was also
arrested and held for examinatlon,

The statements made by these pilots is to the
effect that the yacht bad no lightas aboard, and
they could not distingulsh her outilnes owing
to the durknoess, but us spon a8 they wers awsre
of her proximity, they made all possible en-
deavors to avold a collislon, It has also been
sscertuined that theres wers thirteen peorsons
on bopard the yachti, and the majority of these
stncceeded In cllmbing over the bow of the
stenmer to a place of safety. The ramainder,
with the exception of George MoAlllster, were
rescued by small boats which put out from the
Jersey shore, the body of Mr, McAlllster not
naving been recovered.

The supposition is that the exoursionista on
board the yachi were partially intoxiocated, or
at least those having charge of the deck. The
two pllots are still held in custody by the polloe
though there seems to have been abundan
time for thelr arralgnment before Justice Dow-
ling at the Tomba Police Court, The owners of
the line offered to produce any amounnt of ball,
in order Lo secure the release of thelr pilots,
without snccess. —N, ¥, Times,

THE MOUNT DESERT DROWNING.

A Pleasure P.“E of Ii[lt Drowned
While on an Excursion—Particulars
of the Bad Disnster.

MouxsT DeserT, Me,, July 25 —This little sea-
porl town bhas been suddenly ovnrsTrond with
tﬂaf at a disaster which took place In Bar har-

or yesterday afternoon, A party of ploagure
exoursionists sarled down the harbor in the
middle of the day with a favorable wind., There
were tlwo bonts, one of which contalned a party
of aight, and the other a party of ten. The boat
conveying the smaller party was ca n
squall while Fagg Rock, in the
centre of Frenchman's bhy. There was a
high sea ronning at the time, and the frail
boat amd the unfortonnte passengers were
ulmost Immediately swallowed up., Only one
of the whole party was saved—Miss Julia Blake,
of Framingham, Mass, Those who were lost,
an the telegraph has stated, were Rev. R G,
Unase and wife, Miss Haupt, Miss Tazewell, and
Josinh Hermar, all of Palladelphia; Franols T,
Clark and wife, of Framivgham, , and
Captain C. Robinson, of Tremont, Me, Onl
one of the bodies of the drowned was recovered,
slthough every effort was made by the parties
who witn Lthe disaster to save them belore
and after death, Miss Blake wassaved by cling-
ing to an oar, and was unconsclous whon ros-
cued, She is belug kindly cared for by the ciiul-
#ens here
